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Right Claimed to Buy Back 
Sections of School Property

The latest problem arising over the three-school complex in 
Greenbelt concerns an assertion by the sellers of the 72-acre tract 
(Charles Bresler, Theodore Lemer, and associates) of their right to 
repurchase any land not needed for school purposes. This infor¬ 
mation was disclosed at the September 30 meeting of the Board 
of Education in Upper Marlboro. 


According to school board staff 
official Eliott B. Robertson, the 
school board received a Septem¬ 
ber 15 letter from trustee Burton 
X Reiner stating that the owners 
were entitled to repurchase land 
that the school board would not 
need at cost plus 6 percent per an¬ 
num interest Reiner contended that 
the following portions of land 
would be school surplus: (1) land 
for the perimeter road; (2) 5,000 
square feet of access for GHI to 
the perimeter road; (3) 7 acres of 
land at the southern end of the 
tract; and (4) the southern portion 
of the elementary tract 

Robertson said that he could not 
find a record of any such repur¬ 
chasing agreement with the own¬ 
ers. He said that during the latest 
negotiations with the owners (for 
an additional 10 acres), the school 
board offered to trade parts of the 
land the owners now seek to repur¬ 
chase as part of the consideration 
for the 10 acres. This, Robertson 
said, was not acceptable to the ow¬ 
ners. (The additional acreage was 
needed to permit the positioning of 
the schools and perimeter road in 
a satisfactory manner.) The board 
eventually purchased 10.6427 acres 
for a reported $193,000. 

Reiner, when contacted later by 
phone, said that there is a written 
agreement but did not elaborate. 

School board president W. Car- 
roll Beatty expressed irritation at 
the latest turn of events saying 
that the board was under the im¬ 
pression that the owners were sat¬ 
isfied with all the details regarding 
the transaction. He requested 
school board attorney Paul Nuss- 
baum, who also said he did not 
know to what Remer was refer¬ 
ring in his letter, to look into the 
matter. 

Greenbelt city officials were pre¬ 
sent at the school board meeting 
to discuss the possible acquisition 
of the 7-acre tract at the end of 
Hamilton Place and lying west of 
the perimeter road, if the property 
were not needed for school purpo¬ 
ses. The city expressed hope that 
favorable consideration could be 
given to this matter, especially 
since plans call “for the city va¬ 
cating a portion of the existing 
sanitary landfill right-of-way and 
also the (Board of Education) ac¬ 
quiring from the city its 5-acre 
sanitary landfill property.” 

PRAB Letter 

Also on the agenda was a letter 
from the city requesting a review 
of the Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board’s recommendations re¬ 
lating to the architect’s prelimin¬ 
ary plans for the senior high 
school, PRAB indicated that far 
more advantageous use of the fa¬ 
cilities could be made for recrea¬ 
tion purposes during times when 
the schools were closed if some 
relatively minor changes were 
made in the building plans; e.g., 
closer proximity of outdoor toilets, 
storage and office space to the 
fields. On this matter, the school 
board directed its staff to meet 
with the city for more specific in¬ 
formation. Robertson felt that it 
would be desirable for the board 
to cooperate with other agencies 
in securing additional items but 
that the expense could not be borne 
by the school board.

GHI Presents 6-Month 
Financial Reporting 

The Greenbelt Homes, Inc., fi¬ 
nancial report for the first six 
months of 1969 showed an excess 
of disbursements over income of 
$13,600. Such an excess is normally 
anticipated for the first half-year 
because of seasonal heating costs. 

This year heating costs rose ex¬ 
ceptionally. The $266,800 spent in 
the first half of 1969 was $38,800 
larger than the amount spent for 
a comparable period last year and 
was also $27,100 larger than the 
amount budgeted for. Most of the 
increase took place in the frame 
homes and was mainly attributable 
to rising fuel oil prices. A major 
unexpected outlay was boiler flood 
damage amounting to $6,000. 

Another heavy expenditure item 
was repairs and maintenance. A 
total of $146,600 was spent during 
the first six months. This was 
$17,300 more than that spent last 
year and $14,800 more than that 
budgeted for. However, these a- 
mounts include $16,400 spent for 
the water line replacement pro¬ 
gram, the cost of which will come 
from capital improvement reserves. 

Administration and sales also 
showed an increase ($5,800) during 
the first six months of 1969, with 
salary increases accounting for 
much of the rise. However, the 
total spent for this item ($90,300) 
was close to the amount budgeted 
for. 

Water costs alone were the only 
real exception to the pattern of 
rising expenditures. During 1969’s 
first six months water costs drop¬ 
ped $2,200 below the amount spent 
for the first six months of 1968. 
This saving was attributable in 
part to the replacement of the 
water lines. 

Total expenditures during the 
first six months of 1969 were $741,- 
600, some $88,000 higher than those 
of the first six months of 1968. In¬ 
come from monthly charges was 
$650,800, or some $76,700 higher 
than the amount collected during 
a comparable period in 1968. This 
was due to the 10 percent average 
increase in monthly charges that 
went into effect last January,

A new parking area at 5 Plateau 
has recently been completed. Paved 
by the contractor who also did the 
curb and gutter work for the city, 
the new area permits parking at 
right angles to the street. The city 
crew installed precast concrete 
bumpers at the head end of the 
parking spaces and also painted 
dividing lines. 

In addition to this work, the 
city's line painting crew is fresh¬ 
ening up lines all over the city. 
They were working in Springhill 
Lake on Oct 7. 

A sudden cave - in at 5-K Plateau, 
over a storm sewer line maintained 
by the city, brought out the Public 
Works crew to excavate the area. 
A leak in the sewer itself was sus¬ 
pected. But the true cause turned 
out to be beyond the city’s jurisdic¬ 
tion. The whole area had been ex¬ 
tensively excavated for a chip¬ 
munk’s nest. The city crew filled 
the hole, but controlling the chip¬ 
munks will be the resident’s re¬ 
sponsibility. 

The Public Works Dept, has re¬ 
ceived delivery of a new Ford trac¬ 
tor, larger than any other tractor 
owned by the city. The new ma¬ 
chine comes with various . attach¬ 
ments—lawn mower, auger (sui¬ 
table for digging holes to plant 
trees), and pulverizer to break up 
clods in the soil. 

The Sehrom Construction Co. 
graded the gravel shoulders on 
Crescent Rd. near Kenilworth Ave.

Council Declines to Take 
Zoning Action Outside Area

At the regular meeting of city council on Monday, October 
Roy Breashears appeared as a petitioner to urge council coopera¬ 
tion with him and other residents of Lanham in opposing a pro¬ 
posed zoning exception which, if approved, would enable the Safe¬ 
way Supermarket to erect a large store on Good Luck Road in an 
are described as predominantly residential. Breashears, who ex¬ 
plained that he was appearing on his own behalf, pointed out that 
the zoning change was contrary to the Master Plan for the Green- 
belt-Coliege Park area. 


He stressed the • possibility that 
a deviation in any area within the 
Master Plan which included Green¬ 
belt would set a precedent which 
could make similar deviations eas¬ 
ier. For this reason, even though 
the proposed location lies outside 
Greenbelt, Breashears fdlt that a 
formal expression of the city’s at¬ 
titude on the matter should be 
communicated to the Prince Geor¬ 
ges County District Council. 

The reaction of council to this 
petition was highly mixed. Most 
members agreed that Breashear’s 
position was well taken and sym¬ 
pathized with his objective. Coun¬ 
cilman Edgar L Smith, however, 
stated that intercession by Green¬ 
belt in zoning matters outside the 
city would “neutralize Greenbelt’s 
effectiveness where zoning within 
the city’s limits or immediately ad¬ 
jacent areas were concerned.” 
Nevertheless, Councilwoman Eliza¬ 
beth Maffay moved that Greenbelt 
“join the citizens of Seabrook, Lan¬ 
ham and Glenn Dale in opposing 
a special exception at variance 
with the Greenbelt Master Plan.” 

Speaking on the side of caution, 
Councilman Richard Pilski asked, 
“How can we oppose this when we 
haven’t even seen the plans?” In 
reply, Breashears admitted that he 
hadn’t seen them either. He stated 
that the matter came up literally 
overnight, so that there hadn’t 
been time to obtain plans. Mrs. 
Maffay withdrew her motion and 
Mayor Francis White moved and 
Councilman Joel Katz seconded, 
that council write to the Prince 
Georges District Council, urging 
that it respect the Master Plan 
but not mentioning anything about 
the current zoning application. Af¬ 
ter more discussion in which Smith 
reiterated his position that the Dis¬ 
trict Council does not take kindly 
to interference from outsiders and 
that “we should save our ammuni¬ 
tion for matters where we are di¬ 
rectly involved.” The five council 
members seemed to arrive regret¬ 
fully at the conclusion that there 
really wasn’t anything it could do. 
.Mayor White’s motion remained in 
limbo. Breashears received cor¬ 
dial good wishes but no more, and 
council turned to other matters on 
its agenda. 

More Bunks Requested 

In quick succession, Council ap¬ 
proved a request by Chief Crisman 
that the Volunteer Fire Depart¬ 
ment be permitted to expand bunk 
facilities at its own expense so 
that a greater number of its mem¬ 
bers could sleep in at one time, 
and passed for second reading a 
resolution providing that Green¬ 
belt assume the responsibility for 
maintenance of certain streets in 
Boxwood Village. 

A report prepared by the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board on 
the Lutheran Church site was pre¬ 
sented to Council by Chairman 
Hugh Jascourti Council referred 
the report to its ad hoc commit¬ 
tee dealing with this subject. De¬ 
tails of the report will be given 
in next week’s issue of the News 
Review. 

Letters urging the extension of 
gun control legislation in Maryland 
are to be sent to the Governor, At¬ 
torney General, the Legislative 
Council, and local representatives 
in the Senate and the House of 
Delegates, following the directive 
expressed in the Sept 16th refer¬ 
endum. The motion to implement 
the referendum was proposed by 
Gordon Allen and placed formally 
before council by Katz. Approv¬ 
al was unanimous. 

Terms Expire 

Mayor White reminded Council 
that the terms of persons appoint¬ 
ed to the various advisory boards 
serving the City are about to ex¬ 
pire. Council decided to consult 
Continued on pg.

CULVERT PLANS 
NEAR COMPLETION 

Plans for a culvert to span In¬ 
dian Creek in Springhill Lake are 
moving toward completion. The 
culvert will lie under the road 
which will provide access to the 
industrial site at the west end of 
the Springhill Lake tract. It will 
be located adjacent to and south 
of the 300-foot wide Beltway right- 
of-way. In design it will be identi¬ 
cal to the culverts tliat carry the 
same stream below the Beltway 
roadbed. 

Termed a box culvert, the design 
calls for four boxes of one-foot 
thick concrete, 17 feet wide by 15 
feet high by 46 feet long. The 
roadway which will cross over the 
culvert will be 46 feet wide. Since 
the culvert will be set at an angle 
to the roadway, the culvert will be 
necessarily longer than the road¬ 
way is wide, actually 68 feet. 

Now already approved by the 
Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission the culvert must also 
be approved by the state board of 
Water Resources. A hearing was 
held before an official of that body 
in Annapolis on Sept. 10 but no 
decision has as yet been received 
by the developers of Springhill 
Lake. 

The new access road, which ex¬ 
tends at right angles from Cherry- 
wood Lane, the street now form¬ 
ing the western boundary of 
Springhill Lake, will open up the 
industrial site to future develop¬ 
ment. The site can be reached 
from Greenbelt Rd. by way of Gen¬ 
try Drive. According to Harold 
Kramer, a representative for the 
Springhill Lake developers, current 
plans are to construct initially a 
50,000-foot office-warehouse build¬ 
ing, if suitable financing can be ar¬ 
ranged. 

At some future time the develop¬ 
ers hope that the site may also be 
reached by another access road— 
not yet in the design plans of the 
MNCPPC—near the existing rail¬ 
road tracks.

each incumbent concerning his de¬ 
sire to continue in his post prior 
to reconstituting these boards 
through new appointments. 

New appointments to certain 
standing policy committees com¬ 
posed of council members were 
made as follows: Health, Mrs. Maf- 
i-ay; Safety, Pilski; Land Use, 
Smith; Community Resources, Katz. 
Appointments of council members 
to Advisory Boards were: Advisory 
Planning Board, Katz; PRAB, Mrs. 
Maffay. 

Charles M. Cormack, Jr., Pre¬ 
sident of Leo’s Den, Inc., requested 
Council to terminate its lease on 
the premises known as Leo’s Den. 
He hoped that the city would reim¬ 
burse the group (at least in part) 
for the cost of a heater which it 
installed about a year ago. Coun¬ 
cil agreed to ante up $150 for this 
purpose, which sum will enable the 
club to pay the balance which It 
still owes on the heater. 

Police Mutual Aid 

The last item of major impor¬ 
tance considered was an invita¬ 
tion tendered Greenbelt to join 
other jurisdictions in a “Police Mu¬ 
tual aid agreement.” Legislation 
authorizing such agreement has 
been enacted by both the Mary¬ 
land and Virginia legislatures and 
also by the U. S. Congress. It 
would permit various jurisdictions 
to provide police assistance outside 
their own territorial boundaries 
when a state of emergency exists. 
In practice, it is presumed that 
the Greenbelt police would be as¬ 
signed the duty of policing an en¬ 
larged area surrounding the city, 
thereby relieving county police for 
duties elsewhere. "Operational 
plans have not yet been developed,” 
according to City Manager James 
• K. Giese, "and the city’s role is 
undetermined/’ He also stated that 
the county police are considering 
their participation in this agree¬ 
ment, and recommended that no ac¬ 
tion be taken by Greenbelt until 
the decision of the county has been 
announced. City Solicitor Emmett 
Nanna reminded council of the 
small size of Greenbelt’s Police De¬ 
partment relative to the extent of 
the commitment which it may be 
required to fulfill under a mutual 
aid agreement. He considered the 
possibility of over commitment a 
serious one.

GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW 

Allen Report Proposals 

Highlights of the Allen Report 
on the parks and recreation pro¬ 
gram in Prince Georges County 
were the subject of Report 9-69, 
presented to council Monday night 
by the city’s own Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board (PRAB). The 
county commissioners will hold 
public hearings on the Report, 
which was prepared by the Allen 
Organization of Bennington, Ver¬ 
mont. on October 27 and 29. 

A major recommendation of the 
Allen Report was that the county 
recreation department be merged 
into the Maryland-National Capi¬ 
tal Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion. Although approving in gen¬ 
eral the principle of merging park 
and recreation agencies, PRAB 
did not favor the proposal to put 
recreation into a bi-county agency 
removed from direct control of the 
electorate. Instead it favored 
merging the park functions into 
the County Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. PRAB said its recommen¬ 
dation would allow Greenbelt to 
keep its function separate and di¬ 
rect, including its freedom from 
paying county park taxes. 

A second Allen recommendation 
was that Greenbelt’s recreation 
and park functions be merged into 
the county system. PRAB opposed 
this suggestion on the grounds that 
there would be loss of local con¬ 
trol. It also noted that the pre¬ 
sent system has allowed Green¬ 
belt to have standards higher than 
those achieved throughout the rest 
of the county. 

A third Allen recommendation — 
for maximum community use of 
school facilities — was endorsed 
fully by PRAB, which referred 
to its earlier requests of the school 
board for after-hour recreation use 
of the proposed new senior high 
school. 

The final Allen recommendation 
discussed was that the Boys Clubs 
should be maintained as an entity 
separate from the County Recrea¬ 
tion Department. PRAB took no 
position, though noting the advan¬ 
tages for the Greenbelt Boys Club 
of incorporation into the county 
system — provision for funds and 
staff that the City Recreation De¬ 
partment cannot provide an{ j re p e f 
for coaches from administrative 
tasks. Most Boys Clubs outside 
Greenbelt, however, oppose the Al¬ 
len recommendation, PRAB said. 

The council deferred action on 
the report until the next meeting.

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Xmas Packages 
For Servicemen 

Are you beginning to wonder a- 
bout filling that Christmas package 
to a serviceman stationed overseas 
and when to mail it? 

Home-baked cookies, snapshots 
of family and friends and taped 
voices are among the gifts hell 
most enjoy finding in his parcel 
post stocking. 

American Red Cross staff work¬ 
ing with U.S. forces in Vietnam and 
other overseas military installa¬ 
tions report these are the most 
meaningful gifts which usually 
bring back warm memories of fun 
and family holidays. 

Other items suggested by Red 
Cross as preferred by service per¬ 
sonnel included: paperback books, 
current issues of sports and au¬ 
tomobile magazines; wash clothes; 
soap bars on ropes; wash and dry 
towelettes; pocket calendars; and 
plastic picture and identification 
holders. 

There is also a real necessity 
for ballpoint pens with caps, sta¬ 
tionery and self-sealing envelopes. 

Almost as important as its con¬ 
tents, are the way gifts are pack¬ 
aged and when they are mailed. 
Two excellent and practical pack¬ 
ing methods utilize hometown 
newspapers to reinforce boxes, thus 
providing local reading matter for 
the serviceman, and mounds of un¬ 
buttered popcorn, which keep the 
small items intact. Another idea 
is to slip in a pocket-sized Christ¬ 
mas tree or unbreakable orna¬ 
ments with whatever is sent to 
bring additional Yuletime cheer. 

Fruitcakes, cookies and brown¬ 
ies are favorite choices but these 
perishable items must be wrapped 
individually and packaged in metal 
airtight containers. However, be¬ 
cause of mail delivery it is recom¬ 
mended that perishable items be 
kept to a minimum. 

Hard candies, nuts and chocolate 
in vacuum packed containers are 
allowable. However, candy (indi¬ 
vidually wrapped or not) tends to 
get gooey. Small items such as 
chewing gum help fill up comers 
created when packing cans and 
other items of irregular shape, and 
are a pleasant surprise to the re¬ 
ceiver. 

Snack items such as party crack¬ 
ers, smoked oysters and canned 
tuna or chiken are high on the list 
of favorites. All items should be In 
tins and don’t forget a small can 
opener. 

Gifts of clothing should be selec¬ 
ted carefully, and usually on spe¬ 
cific request, with the military lo¬ 
cation and climate in mind In 
some areas, heavy work socks can 
be used, and sweaters and sport 
shirts are appreciated for off duty 
leave when civilian clothes are 
allowed to be worn. 

Suggested mailing deadlines for 
surface and air travel released by 
the U, S. Post Office include: 

PAL (Parcel Airlift)—PAL mail¬ 
ing costs the regular post rate 
from your city to the overseas 
base. Packages are accepted up to 
30 pounds in weight and 60 inches 
in combined length and girth. 
Mailing is from Oct 28 - Nov. 30.
